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REMARKS. 


Another school year has passed and it becomes the duty of 
your Committee to report the condition of the schools, and we 
are glad to report progress. 

In the Village schools, Miss Nesmith in the Grammar, and 
Miss Ricker in the Primary, have taken up the work where 
they left it one year ago, and carried it on through the year 
with good results. 

The North school was taught by Miss Charlotte E. Balch, 
and good progress was made during the year. In this school 
music was taken up as a study, which added much to the ap- 
pearance of the school. This isa study that should be in all 
our schools. Other towns have tried it and are well satisfied 
with the results; and in many places it is considered almost 
as essential as any other study. It not only enlivens the 
duties of the school-room, but its effects are seen in such 
towns inall future years. Your Committee recommend that 
if a suitable music teacher can be found that can give an , 
hour to each of the village schools every week, that it be given 
a trial the coming year, provided the expense is not too great. 

At a special school meeting last spring it was voted by the 
district to unite with the town and enlarge our school building, 
thereby giving us another room, but after due deliberation it 
was decided at the town meeting todefer action for the present. 

Weare sorry to see so many absent marks in the school 
registers. This must be owing to indifference on the part of 
the pupils or parents. What is the trouble? And what are 
you going to do about it? We shall leave that question for 
you to answer. 

During the past year new slate black-boards have been 
put in to replace some of those that were badly cracked. 
These work well,and if the other old boards are replaced in 
jike manner when they become worn out, we shall soon have 
a set that will cause us little expense for repairs in the future. 
The school yard has also been graded, which greatly improves 
the looks of the building.
